Child From Elbow 
River at Calgary

| Had it not been for the courage and 
presence of ming of Mr. Alex Mont 
gomery, of Namaka, a seven-year-old 
girl, Josephine O'Sullivan, of Calgary, 
would not have been alive today. 

The girl’s six-year-old brother, John 
Patrick, who had gone to her assis 
tance when she fell through the ice, 
; Was, unfortunately, drowned, having 
been carried away by the current. 


Mr, Montgomery, who rescued the 
girl from the river, said that he had 
been visiting his son in Holy Cross 
hospital and was just turning on to 
the Elbow Park boulevard when he 
Saw two youngsters crying by the road, 
He stopped his car and asked them 
what the trouble was. They told him 
that a little girl and a little boy had 
fallen into the river. 

Plunged Into Water 
| Mr, Montgomery, who was accom 
| panied by his wife, drove down to the 
| river bank and saw a 
| ing with both hands to the ice and the 


little girl clutch 


| water was almost up to her shoulders. 
| He waded out into the river, lifted the 
child in his arms and then carried her 
ashore. Some one then noticed th« 
| boy in the water about 100 feet down 
| the river so Mr, Montgomery plunged 
into the water again and with the as- 
| sistance of Victor Marshall, brought 
|the lad ashore. He had been under 
| the water for several minutes, how- 
| ever, and although Dr. Robertson, who 
| haa been called from the hospital. 
tried artificial respiration there was 
|no response, 

While the lad was being rescued, 
|the little girl was taken to her home 
| where she was attended by Dr. T, F. 
| Campbell, who reported that she was 
suffering from severe shock and im- 
'mersion in the icy water. Her con- 
' dition, however, was pronounced fav- 
orable. 

A fire bragide truck arrived just as 
the boy’s body had been taken from 
the water and Detective Sergeant D. 
A. Years, Detective W. J. McDonald 
and Constable McDougall of the city 
police also attended the accident. 

Police officers stated on Friday that 
the prompt action of Mr. Montgomery 
prevented a double drowning. The 
little girl was weak from shock and 
cold when Mr, Montgomery entered 
the water and she could not have held 
on for more than another half minute.
